pay the operator’s salary. 

The average cost per month of 
the above services, which costs 
are borne by the Sheriff are as 
follows: 

Salaries to Deputies and Radio 
Operator $900.00. 

Repairs and Gasoline for Patrol 
Cars $500.00. 


This makes a total of $1400.00 
[per month expended by. the Sher- 
office efficiently and it does not 
include the salaries paid to the 
ladies who work in the Tax Col- 
lector’s Office. All of the above 
is done at no cost to the taxpayers 
of Hancock County. 

I would also like to state that 
for the first time in the history 
of Hancock County the Sheriff's 
Office has a twenty-four (24) hour 
service. The Sheriff’s Department 
has a deputy on duty and in the 
Patrol car twenty-four (24) hours 
a day for your protection. The 
Sheriff's Department has been 
called at all hours of the night 
on emergencies. There is always 
a man in the Sheriff’s Office to 
answer any emergency call. 

The Sheriff’s Department, dur- 
ing my term of office, has had to 
go as far as Slidell, Louisiana to 
pick up instruments to be used 
in an operation at Hancock Coun- 
ty Hospital. We have had to go 
to the Mississippi State line in 
order to pick up blood plasma 
which was needed at the Hancock 
County Hospital. We have had to 
go to all parts of the County on 
various emergencies at all times 
in the night. All of this has been 
done at no cost to the taxpayers 
of Hancock County. 

The Sheriff's Department of 
dancock County has solved nine- 
“y-five (95) per cent of the rob- 
beries committed in oui County. 

I would like to take this oppor. 
tunity to state that I am very 
proud of the work done by my 
Deputies and the prisoners in the 
Hancock County Jail and that my 
affice will continue to have twen- 
ty-four (24) hour service as long 
as I am Sheriff and it will con- 
tinue to serve the people of Han- 
cock County as best as it can. 

I want to thank the newspapers 
for being so courteous to me in 
giving me the necessary space to 
print this letter -and I want to 
apologize for the length of same, 
however, I felt that something 
should be said in order to clear 
up certain statements made by the 
Grand Jury of Hancock County.

TO $50,691.32 


Mississippi Power Company, 
one of the area’s largest taxpayers 
this week made payment of pa 
445.19 to Hancock County for | 
1962 ad valorem taxes. A check | 
for this amount was delivered to 
the Hancock County Sheriff by A. 
H. Gregory, Bay St. 
manager. 

In addition, a comapany check 
in the amount of $11,589.80 in pay- 
ment of city taxes was given to 
che Bay St. Louis city tax collector 
and another for $1,160.69 to the 
Waveland tax collector. 

Mr. Gregory said that the fran- 
chise payments for the last quar- 
ter of 1962 had been made earlier, 
bringing the total for the year to 
$6,287.62 in Bay St. Louis and $2, 
248.02 in Waveland. This amount 
represents 2% of the company’s 
gross revenue in Bay St. Louis and 
Waveland during 1962. 

Total city and county taxes and 
franchise payments amounted to 
$50,691.32 for 1962, a substantial 
contribution to the operation of 
local government in Hancock 
County. ‘ 

More than $1.9 million was paid 
by Mississippi Power Company for 
1962 ad valorem taxes alone. To- 
tal taxes for the year, including 
federal, state and local, amounted 
to more than $7.3 million. This 
required 24.7 cents out of each 
dollar of revenue received by the 
company.

During the couple of days of 
warm weather several frogs were 
seen, which indicates that frog 
hunting should be good when 
warmer weather arrives. 

Speaking of frogs, small frogs, 
especially the Leopard Frogs are 
ideal for fishing as bait for green 
trout (Black Bass). 

There are approximately 280 
North American species and when 


used for bait are very enticing to 


hungry fish. One of our best 
known ‘frogs is the Bull Frog. The 
size and chicken-like daintiness of 
its hind legs make it a real treat 
for eating. They are caught by 
using a head light with gigs and 
hand grabbers, and are found 
along the banks of ponds, ditches 
and bayous. 

For cooking, skin the hind legs, 
fry in deep fat after being dipped 
in corn Meal, salt and pepper. 
Frog legs sold in restaurants 
bring a nice price. Those catching 
frogs for commercial purposes 
must have a license.

Fresh water fish, green trout 
and all species of the perch family 
should start striking surface baits 
as soon as the weather warms up. 
Fly rod and casting rods wil do 
the trick when using surface baits 
and plugs. For those who just like

fun and fish for the table. Worms, 
small frogs, crickets, crawfish, 
grasshoppers, etc., and cut shrimp 
are all good baits. Green trout and 
perch mostly go for any live baits. 


For fly rod beginners the most 
effective bait for catching Blue- 
gills, crappies and any fish of the 
perch family is a black gnat with 
spinner and a piece of pork rind 
streamer. On days when plain fly 
patterns aren't doing a brisk 
business, or the fish have slacked 
off feeding, try this method.

‘i\.issippi continued its leader- 
lip in the American Tree Farm 
ystem in 1962 with the addition 
f 202 new tree farmers, more than 
ny other state, according to 
merican Forest Products Indus- 

tries, sponsor of the national tree 
growing program. 

Since 1955,. Mississippi has held 
the distinction of the numebr one 
Tree Farm State. On Jan. 1, 1963, 
there were 3,154 Tree Farms co- 
vering 2,050,074 acres of forest 
land managed voluntarily for con- 
tinuous forest production. One out 
of every five acres of privately- 
owned commercial forestland in 
the Magnolia State is in Tree 
Farms. 

The state program is sponsored 
by the Mississippi Forestry As- 
sociation, an organization of indi- 
viduals and companies interested 
in forestry development. Public 
forestry agencies cooperate in the 

program which recognizes land- 
owners for good forestry practices. 

Certification of a woodlot as a 
Tree Farm indicates it is adequate- 
ly protected against harmful graz- 
ing, fire, insects and diseases. It 
also shows the timber is being 
grown and managed for repeated 
crops of forest products.
